5 kw. rig in operation soon on the same channel of 1150. Their letter was in English, 
WNOR verified by letter finally. YWYCA of Gary confirmed with a nice white card with 
black printing. For 1,000 watts their daytime signal is rather poor here. WFOY an- 
swered by letter as well as KRDO of Colorado.
